are that there trill be a surplus of ap 
proximately $150,000,000 at the end o 
the present fiscal year. 


This" is higher than any previou 


calculation and though the figures ar 
necessarily unofficial at this time be 
cause all the available data has no 
teen collected from the various inter 
nal revenue districts, it may be said on 
reliable authority that the budget sur 
plus will come to the $150,000,000 fig 
lire without question. 


This surplus is far beyond expecta 


• tlons. President Coolidge in transmit 
ting the budget gave as the treasury's 
estimate a surplus of $68,000,000. This 
was considered too little on which to 
base a tax revision. 
- 


SOME HESITATION 


Even- in March when it was appar- 


ent that the receipts were larger than 
anticipated, the Coolidge administra 
tlon hesitated to predict a bigr surplus 
- because j many people -paid, their .in 
come'taxes iff full March 15 and there 
was no'way to know what the June in 
stallment woujd be without analyzing 
about ~7,000,000"individual returns, an 


" Impossible task in such a short time 


So congress was disoouraged from 


applying any retroactive tax cut and 
treasury officials advised that the coun 
try wait till June 15 before beginning 
to grow optimistic about, another tax 
cut. < •> 


Meanwhile leaders in both the sen- 
ate, and house knowing that congress 
even went further in economizing than 
did the'executive's recommendations, 
began to estimate the probable sur- 
plus and talk of a tax revision. It has 
however, been mostly talk. Now the 
definite figures come in. 


From all the Internal revenue dis- 


tricts and the federal reserve bank's 
facts are being telegraphed 
every 


day which show a gradual increase 
in the amount of tax receipts. By the 
end of this week the June install- 
ment data will be virtually complete 
and some announcement may be ex- 
pected from the treasury as to the 
probable size of the surplus. 


CUT INDEFINITE , 


The next tax cut will apply to the 


money N earned- 
during the present 
year and will be .felt by the taxpayer 
next March. 


The size of the reduction that will 


be granted cannot at the moment be 
estimated accurately as an analyst* 
of the rates will take 
some time. 


Senator Smoot's belief that there will 
be a $400.000.000 surplus is regarded 
here asconservative.lt may go above 
that depending, of course.'x>n what 
kind of business conditions • previal 
lor the rest of 1925. 


The campaign for a low surtax rate 


has already received a greater stim- 
ulus in the actual figures on the la- 
test returns than it did in months of 
theorizing argument and it is begin- 
ning to be taken for granted now that 
all factions will agree on at least 
a. 25 per cent surtax. And the treas- 
ury may recommend even lower rate 
than that.

pass any statute declared unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court. 


The -work of the Supreme Court of the 


United States beginning at its October 
term in 1924 has just been finished. The 
actual cases there decided will serve as a 
better criterion of the effect of our court 
upon our government than any number of 
attacks or supposititious cases or any 
amount of theorizing. 


Two acts of state legislatures were nul- 


lified by th'e Supreme Court of the United 
States at the term just closed. In one the 
court held that the Kansas Industrial aet 
that forced employers to employ, and men 
to -work whether they willed or not. was in 
violation of the constitution. 
If the La 


Follette plan "was in force a reenactment 
of the Kansas Industrial act would make 
it effective. 
"Would we have it so! "With 


all due respect to the people of Kansas 


who. thought they were solving the ever" 
present differences of'opinion between em- 
ployer and employe, their method of solu- 
tion looked .more like shackles around the 
ankles and gyves upon the -wrists. 


In another case the Supreme Court of 


the United States rendered a judgment of , 
annulment of an act' of the Oregon legis- 
lature which sought to extinguish private 
elementary schools. 


Carrying the LaFollette plan to its ra- 


tional conclusion, the Oregon legislature 
by a reenactment of the nullified act could 
put private schools out of business in that 
etate.., Would we have it so ? The Oregon 
Act was not aimed at raising the standard 


*~bf schooling for our children. It was born 


of religious differences pure and simple:- 
nothing else." "We record no opinion that 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
or any other Supreme Court is infallible. 
."We do record the opinion that no other in- 
strumentality of the government, in this 
land or elsewhere, has been so markedly 
fair, upright and true to the traditions of 


i a great country as has the Supreme Court 


of the United States.

The La Follette theory is that the ma- 


t jdrity may do-anything it wishes. Those 


1 opposed to that theory believe that the 
majority may do anything it wishes so long 
as it does not transgress those basic and 
elementary principles of the constitution 
that protect everyone, even single persons 
against the entire nation.* in freedom of 
their person, of their property and of the 
right to shape their own lives. 
« 


It must not be thought that any effort 


to curtail the power of the Supreme Court 
is a new or original thing. . The rights 
' and the authority of that court have been 
. tinder discussion for seventy-five years and 
. more. 
"When in the Dred Scott decision 


in. 1859, the Supreme Court held that a 
. southerner had the right to replevin a 
'$lave in a northern state because the slave 
then was a chattel, there was an uproar 
of popular dissent throughout the north. 
'Any careful student of history knows that 
under the constitution and laws as they 
then existed the decision of the Supreme 
Court, though unpopular, ivas right. From 
that time on. as well as before, the court 
has sometimes made rulings that might 
not receive popular approval. 
But rul- 


ings of courts are not made to be popular. 
They are made to be right. 
"When the 


fourteenth amendment to the federal con- 
stitution was adopted, it removed the ef- 
fect of the Dred Scott decision, 
other way could it h» removed, 
was the right way to remove it. 


Many other plans hav* been proposed 


by constructive statesmen to limit or modi- 
fy the power possessed by th* Supreme 
Court of the United States.

The plan of Senator Bo- 
rah is to require more than a majority de- 
cision of the judges of the Supreme Court 
to nullify legislative action. 
There is 


aome reasonable argument behind this 


plan,—at least there is nothing inherently 
wrong in it. 
Senator Borah argues that 


since it takes a two-thirds vote of a Icgis- 
lativc assembly to override an executive 
veto, it should take thnt amount, or more, 
in the Supreme Court to annul a legisla- 
tive act. 


For nearly a century and a half the 


powers of the Supreme Court as expressed 
in the constitution have remained the 
same. Every effort to alter or limit those 
powers has failed. 
Although our consti- 


tution has been amended some twenty 
times, suggested amendments affecting 
the Supreme Court have always failed to 
pass. 


We can conceive of no other "reason 


for this condition than that the work of 
the court has been generally satisfactory 
throughout the country, not perfect, not 
without errors, but that the imperfections 
have been trivial and the errors sinall in 
comparison to the great degree of depend- 
ability in our lives from leaving the power 
where it is.

•anguish. If grandma and* the dentist were willing 
to sacrifice from 12 to 20 sound teeth along with 
the 12 or 18 "bad" ones, grandpa was in no posi- 
tion to protest, for no doubt it seemed to him that 
all teeth w'ere doomed to decay shortly anyhow.

tor the young, ones what advertising by the tooth 
brush and' dentifrice concerns has done for older 
folks, that is. It teaches the children to desire to 
have their teeth looked after by the dentist. 
, Even such publicity as I have,, given the tooth 
brush in this column—maddening' as it is- to some 
of the old 'fogy dentists—serves the purpose of 
calling people's "attention to their teeth and sug- 
gesting to them the advisability of a visit to the 
dentist. 


I wish ,we could say that personal health better- 


ment''in general has kept' pace with the progress 
ire ha\-e made in the care of our teeth, but. alas, 
personal health betterment has lacked the neces^ 
sary advertising.

SHARPSTORM 


OF CRITICISM 


FOLLOWS FIRE 


Fire Truck Unable to Get 


Started . Because Battery 
Was Out of Order 


"With the city of New London seeth- 


ing in a caldron of charges, counter- 
charges, accusations and denials fol- 
lowing the destruction by fire of the 
Church of the Most Precious Blood 
Friday morning L. A. Ziebell Tues- 
day resigned as chief and member 
of the New London fire department 
Zlebell had been chief of the depart- 
ment for eight years and a member 
for eighteen years. The resignation Is 
to become effective at once. 


It is rumored about New London 


that a general shakeup of the fir* 
department Is in prospect as a result 
of what Is termed "negligence" in 
being prepared for fighting fire. 


Whether the church 
might have 


been saved from total destruction. if 
the fire department had been prepar- 
ed to use all the city's fire fighting ap- 
paratus as effectively as possible is a 
moot question. There are a lot of 
people in New London who are most 
severe in their criticism of the al- 
leged unpreparedness of the depart- 
ment, but former chief Ziebell savs 
It is unlikely the building would have 
been saved even if all the apparatus 
had been ready and in use. 


LEAVE TRUCK BEHIND 


The aterm was sent" to the fire ae- 


partment about 1:50 a. m. Friday, ac- 
cording to the most reliable informa- 
tion. New London has but one full 
time employe. Matt Xesbitt. janitor 
of the city hall and driver o£ the fire 
apparatus. Chief Ziebell. who lives 
only a few doors from 
the church 


rushed from his home ' wrieh' He' re" 
ceived the alarm, and- saw -the fire 
burning in the steeple of -the church. 
About two minutes later the chemical 
truclt of the fire department tore out 
of the engine house door and started 
forthe^fire. The big fire truck was left 
standing in the house. It was qulcklv 
seen that the chemical truck ,was of 
no use and a fireman was sent back 
to the engine house., .probably a half- 
mile distant, to get the truck. It later 
developed that Nesbitt had attempted 
to start the truck but was unable to 
turn over 
the engine

starter battery was almost run down

When Nesbitt was unable to 
start the big truck he ran out with 
the chemicals.
